A dis- 
patch from Hull to Lloyds says that 
the British steamship Tregantle re- 
ports having, passed at sea on January 
16 a life boat with the name Appam 
painted on the stern and the bow 
knocked away. 

: Hope Nearly Abandoned. 

For several days concern hat been 
manifested in shipping circles regard- 
Ing the fate of the Appam, many days 


overdue on a ten-day trip from Dakar 


jn the French colony of Senegal, West 
Africa, for Plymouth. in the insurance 
market hope was nearly abandoned, 
and it was difficult to effect reinsur- 
ance even at the high rate of 75 gui- 
neas per cent. 

Two or three other steamships com- 
ging in the same direction as the Appam 
are also overdue. 

Among the 166 Passengers were co- 
Jonial officials. A report from Lisbon 
recently announced that mines had 
been discovered in the Bay of Biscay.

The recoveyy of 
the smashed lifeboat has increased the 
fears.of the loss of the steamer with all 
en board, as it is considered that any 
rescuing vessel would have reported 
before this. 

Shipping men, as a possible expla- 
nation of the Appam’s disappearance, 
tentatively broach the theory of Ger- 
man submarines, shut out from the 
Mediterranean, operating off the west 
coast of Africa, as well as one of Ger- 
many’s mines in the Lay of Bisca¥. 

About the time communication with 
the Appam was severed, there was a 
‘terrific storm in the waters through 
which she was passing which would 
have rendered it Ropeless to keep life- | 
boats afloat. 

The Appam called at ports on the 
west coast of Africa, picking up offi- 
clais coming, home on furlough; and 
these formed a considerable portion of 
her passenger list of 166. She also car- 
1 valuable cargo.

and also long overdue, have been re- 
insured at high cost, as among them 
they carry valuable cargoes of wool

Many Famous Bouts Have 
Been Won With One Punch 


By “Gravy.” 

Many famous pugilistic bouts have 
been won with a single punch, but the 
quickest knockout ever scored in a 
contest between top-notchers was that 
of Matty Matthews over Kid McPart- 
land in Brooklyn. sixteen Years ago 
tonight. Both men were champion- 
ship contenders, and Matthews. soon 
afterward attained wélterweight honors 
by defeating Mysterious Billy Smith and 
Rube Ferns. Matty is now a stage 
hand in New York, having always had 
a fondness for the theater, and Mc- 
Partland is a boxing referee. 

Both Matty and the Kid were at their 
fighting best in 1900. They had fought 
a draw the previous year, and both were 
anxious for a return engagement. The 
fight was staged in a street car barn, 
and it was filled with rabid fans. 
When the belr sounded both men spring 
toward each other. MePartland feint- 
ed twice with his left, and had just 
started a jab when—bing!—a right with 
every ounce of strength in Matty’s 
body behind it took the Kid on the 
jaw. It was all over, for McPartland 
was unconscious for some time after 
the count. McPartland and Matthews 
fought again the following month, but 
the Kid was wary, and he stuck sev- 
enteen rounds before Matty was hailed 
the victor. 

The shortest fight.on record is usually 
given as that between Dal Hawkins 
and Martin 8 at Carson City 
in 1897, when the Californian landed 
a knockout after four seconds of fight- 
ing. The Matthews knockout wasn't 
timed, but sports who witnessed both 
battles are inclined to believe that 
Matty made even quicker work of it 
than Hawkins. 

About the shortest championship bat- 
tle was that between Terry McGovern 


Tuckahoe, N. Y., in 1899 con-

Pe- 
for led off With a blow witos Ruby 
Robert declares was one of the hardest 
he ever received. It didn’t stop Bob, 
and he almost immediately retaliated 
with a punch which sent Peter down 
for the count, with his wide open, star- 
ing, glassy eyes seeing nothing but a 
vast multitude of stars. 

Sailor Tom Sharkey gave Gus Ruhlin 
the surprise of his life at Coney Island 
in 1898, when the Tar's first punch 
found a vulnerable spot in Gus’ anato- 
my, and sent him staggering down and 
out. Another famous one Bunch heavy- 
weight bout Bs as Danes off at Colma in 
1907, when Burns fought Bill 
Squires, the Tide touted Australian 
lemon. It was cold lemon punch that 
was served to Bill, for one punch knock- 
ed the “lemon” cold. The fans at Col- 
saw another battle of this kind 
the following year, when Stanley 
Ketchel took just one biff at Mike 
(Twin) Sullivan, that rocked him to 
sleep.
